Children.’’? Here’s what you can do about it:

“The Ladder” still has some 
sort of record on Broadway by 
playing for two years to the low- 
est grosses ever recorded along 
the Great White Way. It dealt in 
reincarnation, and is said to have 
cost its producer, a wealthy oil 
man from Oklahoma, more than 
$2,000,000. Ross remained in the 


cast for over a year and a half. 

Then for the next couple of 
years, he played in two big hits, 
“Let Us Be Gay,” the Rachael 
Crothers comedy success, and 
“That’s Gratitude,” starring 
Frank Craven. These plays estab- 
lished him firmly as one of the 
cleverest actors in New York. 

Among other plays that Ross 
appeared in later were “After 
Tomorrow,” “The Stork Is Dead,” 
“Honeymoon,” “The Wooden Slip- 
per” and “The Party’s Over’— 
some successful and some flops.
